HERO OF MUKDEN: 


TOKIO, Feb. 4.—[By the Associated 
Press.|—-Gen. Tamemoto Kuroki, one 
of the famous warriors of Japan, died 
today of pneumonia. He was 78 years 
old. Gen. Kuroki was honored in Japan 
as the hero of Mukden. It was there 
in the Russo-Japanese war that his 
legions rolled back the Russian forces. 

Gen. Kuroki was of Satsuma extrac- 
tion, that is to say, he was born the 
son of a Samurai. He distinguished 
himself in the civil war which occa- 
sioned the Meiji restoration, and also 
in the Satsuma rebellion of 1877. In 
1893 he became a lieutenant general 
and was made commandant of the 6th 
army division. 

In the Russo-Japanese war he in- 
augurated a series of successes by a 
signal victory in the battle of Yalu. 
This was followed by several other 
victories, culminating in the,;rout of 
the Russians at Mukden. -This suc- 
cess contributed greatly to the event- 
val victory. of the Japanese army, 
which was under the supreme com- 
mand of Field Marshal Oyama. 

At the conclusion of the war Kuroki 
was made a count and appointed a 
member of the supreme military coun- 
cil of the empire.

Science Looks at Slayer 


of Many Millions. 


New York, Feb. 3.—[{Special.]—The 
‘cause of influenza has 
and specialists of the Rockefeller in- 
stitute of medical research have suc- 
ceeded in isolating the germ. This im- 
portant announcement, one of the most 
significant in recent medical history, 
was made by Dr. Simon W. Flexner, 
director of the institute today. Dr. 
Flexner radiographed the news from 
Schnectady. 

The discovery represents the tri: 
}umph of medical science over one of 
| the most obstinate problems ever en- 
countered. Two years ago Dr. Flexner 
announced that his laboratory had 
_béen able to segregate masses of the 
influenza germs, but because each 
germ was so extremely small it was 
found impossible then to separate them 
into individual units. 

This is what has been accomplished 
now. The bacilli are so very small 
that each must be magnified 1,000 


j times to be visible to the eye. 


From May, 1918, to March, 1919, in- 
fluenza killed more than 25,000,000 
persons in its sweep of the entire 
world. Only 7,068,300 men were killed 
in the fifty-one months of the world 
war. 

“Investigation has resulted in the 
discovery of a previously unknown 
| and very minute germ present in the 

nose and throat during the first thirty- 
six hours of the influenza infection,”’ 
said Dr. Flexner. “This bacillus has 
mever been found in healthy persons 
nor in those sick with other diséases, 
but when injected into the windpipes 
of rabbits it produces effects similar 
to those seen in human beings in sev- 
eral stages of influenza.”’

But Intimates America 


Asked Too Much.

Under the circumstances, I 
think other terms might have been 
negotiated. However, we must honor 
our bond, whatever it was.

It is certain that Pre 
mier Poicare will not get reparations 
or the equivalent in cash or kind by 
these means and he could have got 
more by other means. On a cash ba- 
sis France will lose.”

stock. 

Given Increased Power. 

The federal farm loan board, which 
will have supervision of the entire sys- 
tem, will become an even more impor- 
tant: factor in the financial affairs of 
the country. 

The present twelve federal land 
banks are codperative institutions, the 
borrowers having gradually acquired 
stock originally subscribed by the gov- 
ernment.* The original stock of each 
bank was $750,000. The present capi- 
talization of the twelve banks is $36,- 
997,960, of which only about $3,000,000 
is still held by the government. Under 
the Lenroot bill’ the government will 
subscribe an initia] capital of $5,000,000 
for a new farm credits department in 
each of the twelve banks. The total 
government capita] for the twelve may 
run to $120,000,000.

even go to the park, taking it for 
granted there would be no seats avail- 
able. With a 31,000 capacity, exclu- 
sive of standing room on the field, 
these conditions will be overcome and 
increased patronage will mean greater 
revenue.

The live stock 
relish clover stems after they have 
been run through the clover huller 
and twisted and cut. The straw is 
also made into silage, while the roots 
loosen the ground and add fertility to 
the soil. Hubam is cut for hay, too. 


Seed at Reasonable Price. 

“T do not intend to stop until Hubam 
clover is grown on practically every 
farm in Will county,” Mr. Winkler 
announces. “By growing this clover 
over a wide area, where bees will have 
plenty of blossoms, I expect to get 
from 500 to 600 pounds of honey to 
the colony. Last year the colonies that 
fed on Hubam produced an average 
of 260 pounds to the colony, while the 
colonies that did not have access to 
Hubam fields yielded only 155 pounds 
to the colony. By growing this crop 
on a large scale we have been able to 
organize the Will County Hubam Seed 
Producers’ association. ‘Through this 
organization we will be able to sell 
clean, certified, scarified seed to our 
neighbors at reasonable, uniform 
prices.” ) 

To make sure that all seeds grown 
under the codperative plan are proper- 
ly cleaned and scarified, Mr. Winkler 
loads his own cleaner in a truck and 
a scarifier in a trailer, and goes from 
farm to farm helping farmers to put 
their seed in ideal shape for sowing.

People who are normally active 
approach more nearly. the. normal 
standards of weight. And exercise 
done daily for years would undoubtedly 
haye saved many yards of ‘goods. It 
is after one has cornered more than 
his share of the avoirdupois market 
that diet. becomes all important. 


Resolve to Do It Now. 


Particularly at this time of year is

‘heavy foodstuffs upon us. There’ is 


no better time, however, than right 
now to get in training for the new 
spring outfit. 

Unless you are much overweftht, I 
advise you to keep on doing your exer- 
cises tO music or to the tune of your 
own creaking bones.

STRAIGHT FROM LONDON. 
EW YORK.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. ]—The fact that “Loy- 
alties” is a play in which the 
action takes place in London, 

and in which the unusually large num- 
ber of men in the cast are English- 
men who brought their wardrobes 
straight from the other side, is enough 
guarantee that the men’s clothing in 
this play is worth our attention and 
consideration. For the high class Eng- 
lish actor is a good dresser, and, as I 
have recently pointed out in this de- 
partment that the English style in 
clothes is more and more becoming 
the choice of the American men off 
stage and on, on analysis of what is 
worn in “ Loyalties,” may serve per- 
haps as a forecast. At least; it should 
be interesting from the comparison 
standpoint. 

As the cast includes three army of- 
ficers—a general, a major, and a cap- 
tain—a lord, a pair of solicitors, and a 
couple of plain gentlemen, and as the 
three acts include evening, afternoon, 
and morning scenes: we have much to 
work from. 

The first act finds us in an English 
country home in the evening. Winsor, 
the host of a house party, one of the 
Plain gentlemen mentioned above, is 
on the point of going to bed, and so we 
are able to see not only his slightly 
form fitting dinner coat and his black 
silk waistcoat, but, when these are re- 
moved, a pair of wide black and white 
suspenders holding up high cut trot- 
sers, which are higher in back than 
front, but are not plaited.

We have, in all, four or five types of 
English dresser. The checked trouser 
combination is worn by the lord and 
the general. The lord wears a light tan 
vest with his oxford jacket and checked 
trousers, a wing collar, an ascot tie, 
and white spats. The general wears 


the same except that his. waistcoat is 
the same material as the coat, and his | 
spats are gray. 

De Levis is in the short oxford jacket 
with the striped trousers. His waist- 
coat matches his coat, and he wears a 
white shirt, wing collar, bow tie, patent 
leather shoes, and tan spats. Capt. 
Dancy is one of those most interesting- 
ly dressed from a color standpoint. He 
is wearing a sack suit of light gray, 
single breasted, buttoning with three 
buttons. With it he has combined a 
light gray shirt. a stiff white turnover 
collar, and a red and blue striped four 
in hand cravat. 

Winsor has a cark, double breasted 
sack suit, stiff white turndown collar, 
blue tie with white polka dots, and 
white spats.

Joining the Chorus That Sings 
in Praise of the Cowl Juliet 


By Edward Moore. 


HOULD your desires turn you in the direction of music today, you will 
find about as many varieties of ballads, songs, and snatches as were ever 
celebrated. by Nanki-Poo. It will be an embarrassment of riches. Start 
at the Auditorium, and you will find Titta Ruffo, a greatly applauded 

baritone in the days when he was a member of the Chicago Opera. He will 
sing arias from the Italian segment of operas, and, in the light of past concert 
performances, presumably a vast category of en- 

cores, With him on the program Will be Yvonne 

D’Arle, soprano, and Fritz Renk, violinist. 

Go around the corner to the Studebaker, and 
you will find the most famous of all cellists, 
Pablo Casals. A great if somewhat ascetic artist 
he, with a fondness for ancient concertos and 
sonatas, also unaccompanied. Bach suites, and a 
lesser admixture of brief tunes, all of which he 
plays most superbly. 

Or farther down Boul Mich, at Orchestra hall, 
you will confront:a mother and daughter jointly 
and severally. engaged-in the art of song. They 
are Homer, contralto, and Louise Homer 
Stires, soprano, who will combine their voices in a 
duet from Mozart's “Marriage of Figaro” and 
several nonoperatic works, and then appear sepa- 
rately in a variety of recital numbers.

What with one thing and another, it ought to be a full day. There will be 
other events than those that have just been noted. Too many are concentrated 
into today and too few are spread through the week. All of which indicates 
that the great need of Chicago at present, if it would continue to be a music 
center, is not more music but a first class concert hall of medium dimensions 
that can be devoted solely to musical events, From al! appearances. it would 
probably be kept busy twice a day six days in the week.

N= YORK.—[Special Correspondence.]—Perhaps Julia Marlowe /at 30 
was a better Juliet than Jane Cowl at 38. But we'll wager she was no 
more beautiful to look upon nor more impassioned or more real. She 
may have had a lovelier voice and a finer feeling for spoken verse. As 
we remember her, not at 30, but later, she did have. But she was neither so 
trim of figure nor so buoyantly youthful as Miss Cowl And we do not recall 
that she made us feel the tragedy as keenly. 

Therefore we are willing to join the other cheer 
leaders and insist that the Cowl Juliet is the great- 
est Juliet of this generation. Which means less 
than it should mean, seeing there have been no 
other great Juliets during the last quarter century. 
Neither Maude Adams, Eleanor Robson, nor Ethel 
Barrymore could qualify in that class. And Miss 
Mariowe'’s Capulet daughter was at its ee 
more than twenty-five years ago. 

It was to be expected that the Selwyns, aie 
showmen that they are, would take advantage of 
the Hopkins-Barrymore Juliet experiment of some 
weeks ago. And they did. All the things the Bar- 
rymore production was not this production is. 
Where the Hopkins players were gloomy and de 
pressed the Cowlites are lively and hopeful Where 
the Barrymore actors labored a little consciously 
for a heavy poetic beauty in reading, the Cowl 
players are content to speak the lines trippingly 
from the tongue. 

Here we have “ Romeo and Juliet ™ played with- 
speed and in the spirit of melodramia, and it is a little startling to discover how 
much the change helps the play. Coupled with the appeal of a youthful cast, 
it intensifies the romance and holds the interest in the story rather than in 
the characters. 

Miss Cowl’s scenes are of an even excellence, She is lovely in the first 
meeting with Romeo, an eager and impetuous youth, as Rollo Peters plays him. 
The setting here is literally “a hall in Capulet’s house,” an entrance hall in 
place of the usual ballroom. Hence, with the minuet danced off stage, the 
meeting of the lovers is given an effective touch of privacy when they come 
upon each other accidentally near the door. 


For a moment they are as flustered as youngsters might be at the crisis of 
an evening's flirtation. And then this daring Romeo kisses his Juliet full upon 
the mouth twice before she can protest, and the romance is definitely moti- 
vated. : 

The balcony scene is most. eloquently read by both Miss Cow! and Mr 
Peters. For the first time in our Shakespearean playgoing we felt that these 
young people were actually involved in this adventure, and not mere players 
reciting beautiful lines. 

The potion scene the actress plays quite frankly for its theatrical value. 
Here her generous training in emotional drama is of vast help to her, and she 
pictures vividly the tortured imaginings of the unhappy girl, emoting with 
gusto and yet with good restraint. And finally the tomb scene, a striking pic 
ture, with the vault gates high at back and a flight of stone steps leading

down to the level on which the catafalque rests, is most feelingly played.

HERE are the playwrights? Fine acting surrounds us—neew more 
of it to be had for the asking in the American theater—but the 
supply of brilliant dramas seems strangely meager and uncertain. 
Great names of the stage appear briefly in the Mazdas and flicker 
out, chiefly becanse the plays they herald will mot do. Experiment and 
makeshift everywhere. In some instances, failure; in others, just a dogged 
determination to make the best of it. 
Mr. Miller, Miss Chatterton, Miss Bainter, Miss 
Keane, Miss O'Neil give brief trials to plays and 
reject them as unsuitable. Miss Barrymore pon- 
ders her short-lived Juliet, the most fll-advised 
undertaking of her career.

“distance to the stars is so 
vast that you could not see any 
appréciable change in their posi- 
tions, even if you Were to go to 

the farthest et. They lie around 
the solar sy.iem like a shell, with this 
little family of worlds in the. center, 
and the vast empty blackness of space 
about ir all directions. 

But while the appearance of the 
stars. ab a whole is unchangeable 
throrighout the solar system, the way 
they set in the sky varies from planet 
to planet. On Mars the skies revolve 
much as they do on earth. On Jupiter 
they seem to wheel in a dizzy whirl, 
for this great globe turns more than 
twice as rapidly as the earth. Jupiter’s

NE HUNDRED AND THREE “YEARS ago Rip Van Winkle stepped 
out of a 25 page sketch to become a citizen of the world. 
That is the marvel of the 500 page ‘volume called “The Sketch- 
Book "—which was published under the pseudonym of “Geoffrey 
Crayon,” and which was the pride and pleasure of our great-grandparents, and 
is today a steady seller in two continents. 

It has been said—and first said, I think, by Professor Smith of the Naval 
academy at Annapolis—that during the century of American literature which 
began with Washington Irving and his “ Sketch-Book,” our country has given 
to fiction six characters whom the world seems permanently to have adopted, 
whose names are universal coinage among persons old and young, gentle and 
simple, who can read, and whose attributes have become the equivalent of 


types everywhere existing and everywhere recognized. Rip was the first 
to step beyond our frontiers into this world-company.

«% warm sleeping bag and have to dress in a 
cold tent when there are a couple of inches 
of snow on the ground outside and the tem- 
perature is far from being tropical is not 
conducive to aspirations for caribou or any 
other kind of shooting. But I managed to 
dress and hike to the mess tent, where Gene 
was performing all'Kinds of tricks with a few 
pots and pans and an eighty pound cook 
My, O my! the way that boy can 
cook! His breakiasts—well, you’d have to 
mortgage your home to buy one in a big 
city, the price would be so steep.

It showed that hundreds of these 
handsome game animals had been crossing 
the valley, coming from the southward to 
the range of hills which we were going to 
hunt. Nellie and Topsy hailed this well 
beaten trail with delight, immediately “ fell 
into it,” and followed it to the top of the hill. 

Funny pair, these two horses. Nellie was 
a stocky, plump, gentle roan that simply 
thrived on work. She was a wonder when 
it came to standing hard, grueling travel. 
Wher moving camp Nellie enjoyed the sig- 
nal hopor (?) of packing the precious cook 
stove. No other horse could be intrusted 
with it. But she was as high strung and 
temperamental as a movie star, and some- 
times on the march would nearly throw a 
fit if Frank tried to stop her to adjust a 
pack. Topsy, smaller, daintier, a slower

so powerful, was the

When these two horses landed us on top 

of the trundra the sun was beginning to 

come through the clouds, and there in the 

snappy, clear atmosphere we could see for a 

long distance.

spotted some caribou, so we dismounted to 
look them over and plan our “ attack.” The 
glasses showed that on our right, about 
three-quarters of a mile away, were a cow 
and calf.

What we wanted to see was a 
bunch of thirty or thirty-five with a fine big 
bull in charge.

Warily, upon our knees in the snow, we 
looked over that bunch of caribou, but the 
king of the herd was not fo be seen.

finally gave me a poke in the ribs and whis- 
pered to get down as there rose into the air 
a powerful, good looking bull whose antlers 
seemed to reach many fcet into the sks 
‘There was no doubt about the length of 
beam of those antlers, but—no points—and 
Frank and I shook our heads.

Crawling, sneaking, sliding along that 
creek, sometimes wading in the ice cold 
“water, sometimes slipping on the ice that 
fringed the banks, we finally arrived at a 
spot not more than fifty yards from one of 
the animals in the herd.

a piece of shelter behind which we could 


hide. What to do? If we moved we would .

couple of caribou “at rest.” Not very com- 
fortable, “ setting” there in the wet snow, 
but gradually the herd moved on and we 
were able to get up and swing around be- 
hind them. As we sat there I was able to see 
the big bull, and he looked pretty good, so 
the next thing on the program promised to 
be a shootin’ event. 
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luck for the big 

fellows, but handy for the 

hunter that the big bull is usually behind his | 
herd, driving them on. This arrangement 

makes it possible for you to bag your trophy 

without having to approach a large bunch 

from the front. 

But at that, sneaking up on a large bunch 
of caribou even from the rear is no snap. 
I would sprint toward them a few yards, 
then “freeze” if One of the animals lifted 
its head from the tundra and looked around. 
Finally the time came when Frank and I 
parted company. He said that it was up to 
me to go ahead alone and try to get as 
close as possible to my bull, and he told me 
to watch my step, because if the herd 
caught sight of me I could kiss them good- 
by, as they would beat it in a hurry: So I 
shed all excess baggage, left it with Frank, 
saw that my little gun was ready, and start- 
ed my stalk. 

It was a case of doubling up like a jack- 
knife, sprinting for a few yards, and when 
one of the caribou raised its head I plunged 
forward on my nosc in the snow and laid 
there until Mr. Caribou started feeding 
again. But I never took my eyes from that 
big bull, who would feed for a few minutes 
and then go after some lagging member of 
the herd and drive it on.. The boss sure 
was on the job and he kept that bunch 
the move all the time. ; 

I advanced twenty-five yards, then fifty, 
and soon I was 100 yards nearer to the herd, 
and almost as wet as if I had been splashing 
in a creek. Still the herd was some 300 
yards away. A fool cow kept me stalled for

It looked al- 
most impossible to sneak much nearer the 
moving herd, so I prepared to start the 
skirmish. Resting on one knee, I brought up 
the little gun and tried to sight it. But 
I was wheezing like an old engine and 
couldn’t hold my gun steady.

Again I pulled up the 
little Mannlicher, aimed at the shoulder of 
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his knife and

Frank left me to go 

after the horses when we were half through 

with the task, so I worked there alone on 
the trunda. 

Far away I could still see that band of car- 
ibou whose boss I had just bagged. All 
about me as far as you could look was snow, 
silence, and caribou. To the south and west 
in the valley below lay a giant glacier, a 
gleaming ice field in the late afternoon sun, 
while in the foreground of the valley 
stretched the moose country through which 
Field and I had been gunning. * 

With the shooting of the caribou bull I 
knew that the big hunt was over, and I 
realized that I was looking at this marvel- 
ous panorama probably for the last time for 
many moors. You know how you feel on 
the last day of the hunt, how you hate to 
leave a wonderful game country, a bit of 
the virgin wilderness with magnificent speci- 
mens of wild life, its snow and ice covered 
peaks, over which there seems to hang a sort 
of peace and seclusion that is found only in 
the Northland. 

But upon the heels of such thoughts comes 
the elation you feel after bagging a hand- 
some specimen of big game. Bagged be- 
cause you were able to shoot straight and 
work hard for your trophy, and this is the 
way I felt when Frank and I wended our 
way across the tundra on the way back to 
camp. 

The hunt was over. The king of the tun- 
dra was dead—but His Majesty will live for 
many years in mcmory.

mentation. Thus the fifth model 
presents a tentative boundary in a 
cluster of pink velvet roses at the 
side. This gown is of one of the 
beautiful new fabrice—an ivory 
chiffon velvet incrusted in pattern 
of gold. 

The sixth frock, a dinner gown of ail- 
ver cloth, is arresting chiefly through its 
usual sleeve drapery. This consists of a 
fuchsia shade of red chiffon attachell to 
a band of identical material encircling 
the neckline. It may either hang im 
straight panels down the back or it may 
be worn over the arms. To carry out this 
note of color come the red beads inter- 
spersed with long stitches of matching 
thread Which appear on skirt and bodice. 

So influential a factor is the separate 
jacket in present modes that one is not 
surprised to find it asserting its sway 
even in the dinner gown.
